Is Big Ten tourney 
finafa bracket bust? 


Some say there’s value 
to playing it right before 
bids are revealed 

Chicago Tribune 

We begin the reporting for this story with a 
premise: The Big Ten tournament title game 
is an afterthought. Or more accurately a be- 
fore-thought. 

It has no influence on NCAA tournament 
seeding, and those watching at home are 
screaming at the TV: “Just give us the brack- 
ets!” 

Then, in the course of reporting the story 
you get almost zero support for that theory 

Big Ten Commissioner Jim Delany: “I don’t 
feel that {it lacks importance}. What the 
data would show is that as people get ready 
for Selection Sunday it’s a different kind of 
program. ... Leading into the show, we view it 
as a good thing, and I think CBS views it as a 
good thing.” 

Roger that. The 2011 and 2012 championship 
games each drew 3.7 million viewers. The last two 
Big East championship games, played Saturday 
night on ESPN, drew 2.2 million in 2011 and 3.3 
million last year. 

CBS analyst Clark Kellogg, who will call 
Sunday’s final at the United Center: “Percep- 
tion is not always reality There are pockets 


of folks more interested in the brackets. But 
because of the quality of the Big Ten and 
the magnitude of the league, that adds more 
juice to what is taking place.” 

Delany: “What we like about CBS is that it’s 
a national over-the-air network; we’ve been 
in business with them since the early ’90s and 
it’s a national window with their best {on-air} 
talent. We give them a great lead-in to the 
show, and it’s good for us. Most {leagues} stop 
playing a couple hours earlier or the previous 
night. So with very little competition, that 
allows us to aggregate the biggest audience.” 

Ohio State coach Thad Matta: “I’ve never 
sensed {a lack of interest}. Think about it— 
it’s always a great game and the people are 
into it. And as a coach, when you’ve played 
three or four games in three or four days, 
you’re just trying to get through it.” 

Will the game influence the seedings this 
year? 

CBSSports.com bracketologist Jerry Palm: “It 
depends on what happens and what happens 
elsewhere. If Michigan is playing for the 
title, they might have a chance for a 1 seed. 
There have been years where it hasn’t really 
mattered. If the committee feels the need to 
have a contingency bracket in place, they will 
have both ready If Purdue is suddenly play- 
ing for the title, there will be a contingency 
for that.”

While he doesn’t plan to make any drastic 
changes at Fountainhead, he does admit to 
a preference for European and classic styles 
of beer. 


“I do also like American craft beers and I 
think a balance between the two is impor- 
tant,” Maloney said. ‘As a beer bar, you’re 
trying to be all things at all times, and that 
requires a lot of forward-thinking and an- 
ticipating what your customers are going to 
want.” 

In addition to shaping the beer menu at 
Fountainhead, Maloney also will be respon- 
sible for the beer list at Buena Park’s Bar on 
Buena, which is under the same ownership. 

Maloney said he appreciates Bar on Buena’s 
strong list of German beers in addition to 
domestic craft options, and recognizes that 
Fountainhead and Bar on Buena should of- 
fer different selections based on customers’ 
preferences. 

Those curious to see what Maloney has in 
store at Fountainhead can cross their fingers 
for a patio kick-off Saturday and Sunday, with 
special beers, whiskeys and food specials such 
as fish ’n’ chips and Irish stew to mark St. Pat- 
rick’s Day

After 10 years away from 
music, Cody Chesnutt is 
back with renewed focus 
on truth and tradition

Cody Chesnutt believes in taking his time. 

He earned widespread critical praise for his 
first album, the lo-fi, double disc “The Head- 
phone Masterpiece” in 2002, when Chesnutt 
also lent his voice to the Roots’ “The Seed 
2.0”— a remake of a track featured on “Mas- 
terpiece.” Then, well ... not much happened 
for awhile. 

Besides an EP release in 2010, Chesnutt 
mostly vanished from the musical map. A 
marriage, two children and a decade later, he 
released his full-length follow-up, the livelier 
“Landing on a Hundred,” in late 2012. Before 
his recent show at Martyrs’, the Atlanta native 
sat down to discuss where he’s been, fixing 
household problems through song and what 
he’d tell young artists. 

“Landing on a Hundred” is your first of- 
ficial album in 10 years. Is the person who 
recorded this album the same person who 
recorded “The Headphone Masterpiece”? 

Well, I have two children now, and that’s 
changed the whole game for me. Not 
only that, but as a man I wanted to give 
myself time to grow so that I could 
also let my artistry grow, and my fam- 
ily is very instrumental in the growth 
process. I wanted the music to reflect 
who I am now, as opposed to trying 
to lean on something that’s popular or 
convenient. I wanted to take my time as a 
writer. I mean, 10 years wasn’t planned. I was 
just trying to absorb as much information 
and observe new life experiences. 
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Raising kids is a big part of that, right? You 
had to have points where you thought, “Re- 
cord a song? I don’t even know what day it is.” 

Right! All my energy was focused on what that 
deal was all about: fatherhood and family 

From your perspective as a newer father, 
what do you think is the future of black 
music? 

I think a sense of history has been lost in 
the music. A lot of music that dominates 
the airwaves now, personally I don’t feel it. 

It doesn’t resonate in my soul. You just hear 
catchphrases and sounds. I think we’ve got- 
ten too far from that. As we know though, 


things go in cycles. I feel we’re going to start 
demanding more. I think we’re getting back 
to the point where we’ll dig a little deeper 
and reintroduce the past elements. 

Who are you currently listening to? 

Not a lot, to be honest. I appreciated what 
Frank Ocean does as a writer; he’s got a lot 
of potential. I think Cee-Lo is a great writer. 
I’m mostly into the classics. 

I get that vibe from your album. Look at the 
song “Love is More Than a Wedding Day.” 
By the way, what did your wife think about 
that one? 


She loved it. She cried when I played it for 
her. I mean, I wrote it to fix a little issue in 
our household. Communication had broken 
down one week, and so I wrote that as away 
to bring us back together. It’s my favorite 
song on the album. 

Do you use singing as a way to get out of 
trouble around the house? You forget to take 
out the trash and she gets mad, so you say, 

“I know I didn’t take out that trash, baby, but 
hold on, I wrote you this song ...” 

{Laughs.} Nah. It definitely comes in handy 
trying to keep the peace around the house 
though. 


Rap music is known for looking into the 
lives of people in bad situations and 
neighborhoods. Do you have any 
advice for artists on these streets right now? 

You have to continue to focus on truth. 
Make music that digs deeper. A lot of music 
{from the streets} today is superficial. 
Artists have to come from the heart to 
establish a dialogue the way Curtis Mayfield 
and Stevie {Wonder} did. People just have 
to open themselves up and be in tune with 
the conditions and the spirit of those condi- 
tions.

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5 lessons from SXSW

AUSTIN, Texas Hoopla surrounding South by 
Southwest Interactive, the techie festival that 
wrapped up here Tuesday has exploded in re- 
cent years. Here are five takeaways from the 
past five days. 

Hardware, not software 

MakerBot, which makes desktop 3-D 
printers, made headlines by unveiling a 
device that scans small three-dimensional ob- 
jects so they can be replicated in a printer. Also 
getting buzz was the tiny Memoto “life blog- 
ging” camera, which clips to a shirt or jacket 
and snaps a picture every 30 seconds; and 
the Leap Motion Controller, which plugs into a 
computer and lets users interact with the ma- 
chine by waving their hands. 

Yes, 3-D printing is a thing 

3D Systems was here with its Cube 
home 3-D printer, which it marketed 
by having a man walk around Austin wearing it 
around his neck. Several SXSW panels also ex- 
plored the promising future of 3-D printing, ex- 
pected to be a hot tech trend in coming years. 


Space, the next frontier 

At least 15 panels focused on private space 
travel. Entrepreneurs proposed every- 
thing from a Mars fly-by that would launch in 2018 
to building new, privately owned modules on the 
International Space Station. Someone even proposed 
a multibillion-dollar reality show following prospec- 
tive astronauts training for a one-way mission to Mars. 

Big, large, enormous data 

Nate Silver, The New York Times data guru 
who got a flood of press when he correctly 
predicted results in all 50 states during last fall’s presi- 
dential election, hosted a keynote in which he said 
data-crunching could have useful applications in the 
public sector, such as studying incarceration data to 
reform the prison system. 

More celebrities! 

This year’s event featured talks by MSNBC 
host Rachel Maddow, former vice president 
Al Gore, Newark, N.J., Mayor Cory Booker and bas- 
ketball star Shaquille O’Neal. However, the biggest 
celebrity at SXSW 2013 wasn’t even part of the official 
programming: viral Web star Grumpy Cat, who posed 
for photos in the Mashable House and drew lines of 
fans around the block.

Take a chill pill 

Chicago Tribune 


There is power in pausing, says Kevin Cash- 
man, whose latest book is titled “The Pause 
Principle: Step Back to Lead Forward.” 

“We tend to overextend ourselves, and as a 
result, we develop a belief system that thinks 
to slow down or pause is weak, hesitant or 
nonproductive,” Cashman said. “As things go 
faster and faster, pausing not only brings in 
more creativity, it’s the thing we need to do to 
sustain ourselves.” 

Cashman’s research found there are many 
health benefits to slowing down and taking a 
pause. 

Here are two ways to cultivate pausing: 


» Collaborate. “When we’re working in a group 
we observe more, listen more and have a 
chance to sit back,’’ he said. “It’s a socially ac- 
ceptable way to pause.” 

» Listen. “Listening is a big pause,” he said. “We 
step back, we set aside our own conversation, 
and we more deeply connect our thoughts 
and feelings to the thoughts and feelings of 
someone else. And it works. But not all listen- 
ing is good listening. The biggest black hole 
of listening is when we’re really posing listen- 
ing-nodding our heads-but the truth is we’re 
not hearing what the other person is saying. 

... We actually need to challenge ourselves to 
listen on a multidimensional level-to thoughts, 
words, meaning, fears, beliefs.”

Zombies! Cards! Drinking!

A drinking card game becomes a lot more in- 
tense when the red queen is literally holding 
a heart. 

That’s what Blaise Sewell thinks, and now 
he has a fully funded Kickstarter campaign 
to prove it. “Zombie Shuffle,” a 52-card deck 
with its own set of rules, surpassed its goal on 
the crowd-funding site this week, and now 
Sewell hopes the game will become as popular 
as any other card game that’s played at parties. 

“I hope the future of Zombie Shuffle is 
that everyone knows the rules,” he said, add- 
ing that the game’s rules can be adapted to a 
standard deck. 

Sewell, a 28 -year old from Logan Square 
who also operates Feels Right Design com- 
pany designed the complete deck, in which 
the Jack, Queen and King are depicted as 
zombies and the Aces as “survivors.” He and 
some friends also spent more than a year de- 
veloping the rules to the game, so that it can 
be adapted for two- to four-player rounds that 


last about 5 to 10 minutes. Full rules can be 
found online, but there are weapons, body ar- 
mor and even a “zombie cure” lurking in the 
numbered cards of the deck. 

“Playing the drinking game aspect of it, 
it definitely makes it more of a competitive 
game,” he said. “There is a lot more crap- 
talking.” 

Even though the project has surpassed the 
$6,500 goal, Sewell said there’s still time to 
contribute. An $8 donation gets you a deck 
of cards with free shipping. Donate $250, 
and Sewell will use your photo to become the 
face of one of the decks’ Jacks. Sewell said the 
decks will be made by the United States Play- 
ing Card Company, and he hopes to get the 
games stocked at local Walgreens stores and 
other retailers. Most of all, he hopes to see the 
game and its rules become as contagious as a 
zombie Apocalypse. 

“Just like any drinking game or family card 
game that’s been passed down, Ed love to see 
it spread,” he said.
